1. (amended) A balloon catheter comprising a balloon 
membrane, a tip, a fiberoptic pressure sensor connected to 
said tip, a fiberoptic fiber, an outer tube, and an inner 
tube disposed within an outer surface of said outer tube, 
said inner tube extending beyond a distal end of the outer 
tube, the tip being connected to a distal end of the balloon 
membrane and to a distal end of the inner tube, said 
fiberoptic fiber being connected on a distal end to the 
fiberoptic pressure sensor. 


8. (amended) The balloon catheter as claimed in claim 1 
wherein the tip comprises an inner surface, an outer 
surface, and a pocket, said inner surface defining a tip 
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
